ciently annoying and injurious, and 
could not be. defended by any code of 
international law, Indeed, it is most 
singular that China, a country to whom 
we are constrained to deny many national 
privileges, compelling. her 
her ‘ports against her will, should .be 
ermitted to do what no European 
nation would be allowed to do—to ham- 
per the trade’of a British Port by action 
within its waters.
